NEW  FINDS  CRITICAL  TO  FUTURE 
OF  SCRIP  COLLECTORS 

It  has  been  noted  through  out  this  year  many  coal  company  tokens 
[appear  in  various  private  sales  listings  and  auctions  as  “unlisted 
[tokens”.  Why  is  this  occurring?  Is  it  apathy,  greed,  or  both  that  is 
[preventing  collectors  from  having  their  new  tokens  reported  to  the  New 
[Finds  Editor?  I  think  it  is  little  of  both.  I  personally  know  collectors, 
[active  in  our  Association,  who  refuse  to  list  their  tokens  for  the  simple 
|  reason,  “I  just  don’t  have  the  time  to  make  a  foil  or  rubbing  and  send  it 
in”.  I  personally  know  two  collectors  who  think  that  their  unlisted  token 
is  more  valuable  if  it  is  unknown  to  the  collecting  community.  When 
these  collectors  have  an  unknown  token  they  make  a  point  out  to  mention 
that  it  is  unknown  when  they  are  in  the  process  of  selling  or  trading  the 
token  in  an  attempt  to  get  a  higher  price.  I’ve  seen  one  collector  have  a 
small  hoard  of  “unlisted”  tokens  and  sells  them  piece  mill  and  always 
uses  the  “unlisted”  factor  as  part  of  his  sales  pitch.  Of  course  he  adds 
the  “R-10”  rating  to  his  unlisted  token  knowing  he  has  a  small  hoard  at 
[his  disposal.  Just  because  a  token  is  unlisted,  it  is  not  necessarily  an  R.10 
token. 

The  bottom  line  is  we  need  to  be  honest  with  our  fellow  collectors  and 
report  any  and  all  new  finds  so  as  to  keep  the  information  and  history 
current.  Preserving  tradition  should  overshadow  the  lust  of  the  dollar 
and  will  give  a  person  more  stratification  to  point  out  that  he  has  a  token 
that  is  “the  book  piece”.  This  would  be  much  better  than  having  it 
known  that  he  had  a  hoard  and  “snookered”  his  friends  and  fellow 
Scriptors  with  the  illusion  that  they  purchased  an  R-10  when  it  was  in 
reality  an  R-5.

COMMENTS  FROM  THE  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE

Harold  Snodgress,  Thomas  J.  Shook,  and  Dave  Whisman) 

With  the  resignation  of  Jim  Medd,  his  wife  Sheila,  and  Elesa  Ballard  from  the 
Executive  Committee  this  past  month,  a  temporary  burden  was  imposed  on  the 
Executive  Committee  to  Find  immediate  replacements  to  Fill  the  vacant  offices  and  to 
keep  the  Association  running  smoothly  as  we  prepare  to  enter  the  new  millennium. 
The  positions  of  President,  Secretary,  Treasurer  and  Editor  had  to  be  filled.  Harold 
Snodgress,  the  senior  Vice-President,  stepped  forward  to  fill  the  position  left  by  Jim 
Medd  and  became  Interim  President.  He  immediately  appointed  Vice-President 
Crawford  Blakeman  to  the  position  of  Treasurer,  former  Vice-President  Dave 
Whisman  and  Jack  Chapman  to  fill  the  unexpired  terms  of  his  and  Crawford’s  vice- 
presidential  positions,  and  myself  to  the  positions  of  Secretary  and  Editor. 

Under  the  capable  leadership  of  Harold  and  the  other  members  who  have  loyally 
serv  ed  over  the  years  on  the  Executive  Committee,  the  NSCA,  Inc.  will  now  prepare 
to  enter  a  new  millennium  and  expand  to  greater  heights.  It  is  hoped  that  as  we 
enter  this  new  era  that  all  past  personal  problems  will  dissolve  in  the  glow  of  the  new 
era  of  the  21st  century. 

Before  we  can  continue  with  our  objectives,  an  immediate  problem  must  be 
addressed  that  everyone  is  now  aware  exists  due  to  receiving  the  letter  last  month 
from  the  former  Secretary,  Shiela  Medd  with  her  distorted  “minuets”. 

It  is  unfortunate  that  three  disgruntled  officials  and  a  small  group  of  their  cohorts 
could  not  follow  the  democratic  rules  set  forth  in  our  Constitution  and  By-Laws,  but 
stepped  over  the  bounds  of  their  authority  to  cause  more  friction  and  dissent  in  six 
months  than  was  caused  in  the  past  27  year  history  of  the  NSCA.

“minutes”  doesn’t  state  that  it  was  agreed,  reluctantly  by  Shiela  and  Elesa,  that  all 
the  charges  were  personal  and  did  not  fall  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Executive 
Committee.  Finally,  no  mention  was  made  that  the  charges  were  not  to  be  discussed 
further,  thus  supposedly  ending  the  matter.  Their  word  proved  to  be  worthless  as 
they  violated  the  agreement  with  their  public  resignations  at  the  general 
membership  meeting,  and  by  Shiela  when  she  mailed  out  a  biased  set  of  “minutes”  to 
the  membership  in  a  deliberate  attempt  to  cloud  the  truth  with  half  truths  and 
omissions  of  the  actual  facts. 
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The  masters  of  political  propaganda  use  the  premise  that  if  you  tell  the  same  lie 
long  enough,  and  say  it  loud  enough  before  long  it  will  be  accepted  as  the  truth.  In 
this  era,  the  noted  radio  and  television  commentator,  Paul  Harvey  opens  his 
commentaries  with  the  phrase  “Here  is  the  rest  of  the  story.”  Here  is  the  w  hole  story 
that  has,  up  until  now,  put  myself,  “The  Phantom”,  and  the  members  of  the 
Executive  Committee,  namely  Harold  Snodgress  and  Crawford  Blakeman  and  Tom 
Shook,  who  didn’t  agree  with  Shiela  Medd  and  Elesa  Ballard,  to  appear  to  be  some 
sort  of  evil  ogres  and  pornographers.  Adding  to  these  alleged  charges  they  and  myself 
have  been  accused  of  browbeating  and  degrading  the  women  members  of  the 
Executive  Committee  and  their  female  friend,  Peggy  Koenig,  and  standing  by  and 
doing  nothing  to  prevent  this  action.  The  main  perpetuators  and  agitators  of  the 
distortion  of  the  facts  are  Jim  and  Sheila  Medd,  Mark  and  Elesa  Ballard,  Peggy 
Koenig  and  W.  E.  “Billy”  Williams.  What  is  not  known  to  the  majority  of  the 
members  is  that  each  have  specific  personal  reasons  for  their  involvement  in  an 
attempt  to  have  personal  matters  and  grievances  be  brought  into  the  Executive 
Committee  to  exact  revenge  on  yours  truly  and  now  everyone  who  disagreed  with 
their  minority  ideas.  The  constitution  prohibits  the  Executive  Committee  from 
hearing  personal  matters  or  mediating  conflicts  of  a  personal  nature  between 
individual  members.  The  aforementioned  individuals  violated  the  rules  set  fourth  in 
the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  of  our  organization. 

The  conflict  that  arose  between  myself  and  then  President  Elect  Jim  Medd  began 
over  Jim’s  unwillingness  to  follow  the  constitutional  guidelines  governing  his  duties  as 
President.  In  plain  and  simple  language,  it  was  Jim's  way  or  no  way.  The  first  thing 
that  he  did  was  to  propose  to  abandon  having  further  NSCA  meetings  in  West 
Virginia.  He  next  stated  that  he  was  going  to  propose  that  the  West  Virginia  coal 
company  scrip  be  devaluated  in  the  next  edition  of  Edkins  Catalog.  Jim’s  continued 
radical  and  sometimes  ridiculous  ideas  and  actions  continued  at  an  ever  increasing 
pace  as  he  took  it  upon  himself  to  sell  surplus  NSCA  assets  at  cost  or  under  to  non¬ 
members  in  an  attempt  to  build  up  the  treasury  and  charging  a  member,  Dave 
Whisman,  retail  for  surplus  NSCA  Commemorative  knives  just  days  before  he  sold 
the  same  type  knives  to  a  friend  and  non-member  at  a  heavily  discounted  price.  He 
never  once  consulted  the  Executive  Committee  before  taking  this  action.  Adding  to 
the  list  of  his  abuses  of  authority,  he  went  so  far  as  to  give  a  number  of  the  new7 
lumber  books  away,  again  without  consulting  with  the  Executive  Committee  or  the 
Book  Committee  until  after  the  fact.  All  during  this  period,  I  protested  by  letter, 
telephone  and  Email  to  no  avail.  Finally,  “The  Phantom”  began  to  send  political 
cartoons  trying  to  bring  the  errors  of  his  ways  to  his  attention.  The  cartoons  were 
humorous,  but  blunt  and  harsh  at  times.  It  is  important  to  mention  at  this  point 
that  never  at  any  time  did  Jim  Medd  make  any  objection  to  the  cartoons.  He  even 
wrote  in  the  April  issue  of  Scrip  Talk ,  page  10,  that  “I  particularly  enjoy  ‘The 
Phantom.’  and  Sheila  also  never  once  protested  or  asked  me  to  cease  sending  the 
cartoons.  However,  I  am  first  to  admit  that  “The  Phantom”  and  his  humor  came 
down  on  Jim  over  his  actions  rather  heavily,  but  again,  Jim  never  complained  at  any 
time. 


By  the  time  the  regional  NSCA,  Inc.  meeting  was  held  in  Crossville,  Tn.,  in  July, 
which  I  was  unable  to  attend,  I  learned  for  the  first  time  from  Elesa  Ballard  and 
Crawford  Blakeman  that  the  now  infamous  “Phantom  Rat”  cartoon  had  offended 
both  Jim  and  Sheila.  At  that  time,  I  ceased  sending  any  more  cartoons  or  protests  to 
Jim  Medd  as  he  had  made  it  quite  clear  to  me  and  everyone  else  that  he  was  the 
President  and  he  would  do  what  he  wanted,  when  he  wanted,  and  his  word  was  final. 
In  short,  by  this  time  I  was  exhausted  and  as  the  caption  to  the  “Phantom  Rat” 
cartoon  said,  I  was  down  and  out  and  felt  like  I  was  being  figuratively  “screwed”  by 
the  powers  that  be.  It  is  to  be  noted  that  everyone  who  received  a  copy  of  the  cartoon 
thought  that  it  was  amusing,  slightly  offensive  maybe,  but  in  no  way  took  the 
meaning  of  the  caption  literally  or  seriously  at  the  time  it  was  received  or  for  several 
weeks  afterwards.  It  was  then  decided  by  Jim  Medd  and  his  supporters  to  redefine 
“The  Phantom’s  humor”  to  “The  Phantom’s  pornography”.  Also,  when  Jim  came  to 
the  realization  that  his  stoic  and  autocratic  attitude  and  way  of  doing  things  without 
seeking  the  approval  or  even  advice  of  the  Executive  Committee  wasn’t  going  to  be 
tolerated,  he  attempted  to  divert  attention  from  himself  by  creating  an  “Evil 
Phantom”  that  had  harassed  and  defamed  his  character,  and  that  of  others,  and  had 
resorted  to  mailing  pornography  through  the  mail  to  him  and  others  which  was 
degrading  and  humiliating.  Their  loud  lies  were  put  fourth  as  the  truth.  Just  like 
the  professional  propagandist,  they  told  their  lies  often,  with  a  convincing  loud  voice, 
and  thought  they  would  be  accepted  as  the  truth.  It  works  sometimes,  but  they 
didn’t  get  awav  with  it  this  time. 

During  the  last  of  July  and  the  first  part  of  August,  a  movement  to  impeach  Jim 
Medd  for  his  inappropriate  actions  was  being  undertaken  by  members  in  West 
Virginia.  Jim  was  told  by  Harold  Snodgress,  who  also  had  problems  and  verbal 
battles  with  Jim  over  his  actions,  about  a  petition  that  was  being  circulated  against 
him  and  it  was  going  to  be  presented  to  the  Executive  Committee  at  the  upcoming 
meeting  of  the  NSCA  to  be  held  in  Williamson,  WV,  in  October.  As  soon  as  Jim  had 
been  made  aware  of  this  petition,  he  resigned  as  President,  citing  ill  health,  and  then 
placed  a  series  of  ridiculous  charges  against  me  for  harassment,  defamation  of 
character,  and  sending  unsolicited  “pornographic”  material  through  the  mail. 
Everyone  on  the  Executive  Committee,  including  my  attorney,  with  the  exception  of 
Sheila  Medd  and  Elesa  Ballard  agreed  that  the  “charges”  were  baseless.  Tom  Shook, 
Vice-President,  went  so  far  as  to  notify  everyone  that  these  “charges”  were  something 
not  falling  under  the  authority  of  the  NSCA  and  the  Executive  Committee  and  that 
he  would  not  sit  in  on  any  hearing  dealing  with  them.  He  also  refused  to  come  to  the 
meeting  because  of  these  “charges”. 

I  have  been  asked  why  Elesa  Ballard,  and  her  husband  Mark,  turned  against  me 
and  joined  the  Jim  Medd  camp.  It  was  definitely  not  because  of  the  cartoons  or  my 
protests  against  Jim  Medd’s  actions.  Mark  was  also  appalled  at  Jim’s  actions  and 
made  it  known  to  everyone,  and  even  consulting  with  me  how  we  could  put  a  stop  to 
his  un-approved  acts.  Mark  was  especially  appalled  at  Jim  for  giving  away  the 
lumber  books  and  not  even  consulting  him  as  he  was  a  member  of  the  Book 
Committee.  The  real  reason  was  it  was  their  way  of  getting  back  at  me  over  two 
things:  a  personal  series  of  bad  business  deals  between  Mark  and  me,  and  a 


disagreement  between  Mark  and  me  over  the  scatter  tag  book  project  when  I  ended 
my  future  involvement  with  same.  Therefore,  being  Mark’s  wife,  it  is  quite  obvious 
that  Elesa  would  side  with  her  husband  as  it  is  evident  that  Sheila  took  her  husbands 
side.  It  is  important  to  note  that  none  of  the  business  deals  between  Mark  and  me 
were  scrip  or  NSCA  related. 

Next  we  come  to  Peggy  Koenig  and  her  absurd  and  vile  accusations.  They  are  so 
absurd  that  I  won’t  even  address  them.  The  only  reason  I  can  see  why  she  became 
involved  is  that  she  and  her  husband  are  close  friends  of  Mark  and  Elesa  Ballard.  It 
is  sad  that  she  let  herself  be  used  as  a  pawn  in  this  ridiculous  affair. 

Finally,  we  come  to  the  involvement  of  W.  E.  “Billy”  Williams.  The  resentment 
towards  me  came  when  I,  serving  as  the  President  of  our  Association,  discovered  that 
over  300  NSCA  books  in  his  care  as  chairman  of  the  Book  Committee,  showed  up 
missing  in  an  inventory  check  in  1997.  Heated  exchanges  between  Williams  and 
members  of  the  Executive  Committee  was  brought  to  a  conclusion  at  the  fall  meeting 
in  Bluefield,  WV.,  1997.  The  Executive  Committee,  with  Sheila  Medd  serving  as  the 
Secretary,  agreed  unanimously  that  Williams  was  responsible  for  the  books  that  were 
found  to  be  missing  from  the  inventory.  Rather  than  have  charges  filed  against  him, 
he  agreed  to  reimburse  the  Association  the  sum  of  $1,900.00  for  the  books  lost  while 
in  his  care  and  no  further  action  was  taken  by  the  Executive  Committee.  After  this, 
an  obvious  burning  resentment  against  me  was  openly  shown  by  Williams  as  he  held 
me  responsible  for  his  own  short  comings.  Later,  in  1998,  his  hatred  only  increased 
when  I  successfully  led  a  campaign  to  remove  the  past  presidents  from  the  Executive 
Committee.  He  was  the  leader  of  the  opposition.  Therefore,  when  the  conflict  with 
Jim  Medd  arose,  Williams  was  more  than  eager  to  join  Jim’s  group  to  exact  a  coup 
d’etat  on  me  and  my  supporters  by  assisting  in  the  attempt  to  have  me  expelled  from 
the  membership.
